LEGITIME FLEES FROM THE COUNTRY, 


While THis Adversary Enters the Capital 
With His Army—The Easy Vietories of 
Hyppolite—RKeeruits for His Army. 
ee en 

New Yorr, June 20.--The following was 
received today from Hayti by the steamer 
Saginaw! 

“CAPE Hayti, June 5, 1889.—After the bril- 
liant successes of the northern armies during 
the first fortnight of May, en ling on the 15th, 
with the falland occupation of Meribolias, 
and on the 16th with that of Los Cehadas, two 
arroundissements of the western department, 
vanguards were pushed forward still 
further west and occupied the dis- 
tricts of Grand Bois and Les Orangers— 
the latter place about four miles from 
Cruix Des Bouquets, in the plains of Culde 
Sac. On the 21st ult., Valliere, in the north, 
was occupied, and during the night of the 20th. 
Grand Saline, at the mouth of the river Arti- 
bonite, was evacuated. men, in- 
cluding 400 sick and wound: d, were taken ‘on 
board Legitime’s vessels and landed at various 
points. General Piquant commanded the 
second army corps on the Artebonete.after the 
battle of Mare Baurd, (May 6th) retreated by 
St. Michel, Hinche and Meribolais, and ar- 
rived at Port-au-Prince with some 700 men, 
the remnant (besides those left at Grand Sa- 
line) of 8,000 or 10,000 men he had in his com- 
mand, 

HYPPOLITE’S TRIUMPHAL ENTRY. 

“He entered the capital on the 16th, 
and the next day, afier exchanging Ssome 
harsh words with Legitime, took refuge in the 
French consulate, and on the 15th, at 4a. m., 
was shipped on board the French man-of-war 
Kerguelen, and then transferred to a Spanish 
nail steamer, sailing on tle same day for San- 
tiago de Cuba. 

“The first army corps, under command of 
Ansleine Prophita, operating on the north. 
broke up still worse than the second corps; 
and, without standing to fight, 443 men 
who managed to cross the Dominican 
frontier begged to submit and join 
the northern cause.
